1. WHEN EMBOFF ON SEPT. 15 BRIEFED MOFA UNDER SECRETARY KIILU 
(UN/AMERICAS) ALONG LINES REFTEL, LATTER INDICATED GOK CAUTIOUS 
ABOUT CUBAN ALLEGATIONS, WHICH HE SAID WOULD BE DIFFICULT TO 
PROVE. IF THEY WERE BORNE OUT FY FACTS, HOWEVER, GOK WOULD HAVE 
TO JOIN IN CONDEMNATION OF ATTACK ON DIPLOMATIC ESTABLISHMENT 
AND ON MERCHANT VESSEL IN INTERNATIONAL WATERS. 

2. BECAUSE IT ANTICIPATES AN ACRIMONIOUS DEBATE, KIILU SAID, GOK 
NOT PLANNING TO PARTICIPATE ACTIVELY. WHEN PRESSED ON WHETHER 
OR NOT GOK WOULD OPPOSE ATTEMPTS TO BROADEN DEBATE, KIILU SAID 
THAT TYPE OF JUDGEMENT WOULD PROBABLY BE MADE BY KENYA'S PERM 
REP ODERO-JOWI ON THE SPOT. THE MINISTRY'S INSTRUCTIONS WOULD BE
